Construction on Sierra Madre's new Post Office will begin within 
the next two weeks. Contractor Harold Spears told the NEWS 
Tuesday. 

Contract for building the new office at 309 W. Sierra Madre 
boulevard was delivered to Mr. Spears last Friday by City Post¬ 
master Eddie D. Robertson. 

The contract was signed by 
Walter Meyers, fourth assist¬ 
ant Postmaster General of the 
United States. According to its 
terms, Mr. Spears is to begin 
work “immediately” o n the 
new Post Office, which will 
be located on the land be¬ 
tween Roess’ Market parking 
lot and Mrs. Amy Caldwell’s 
residence, 297 W. Sierra Madre 
boulevard. 

Postmaster Robertson indi¬ 
cated that the new building 
will be ready for use by the 
first of March or April, de¬ 
pending on weather factors. 

On Monday afternoon of this 
week, Mr. Robertson and Mr. 
Spears met with Postal In¬ 
spector Ray A. Short of Los 
Angeles to iron out minor de¬ 
tails of the building plans. 

“Although the blueprints al¬ 
ready have been fully drawn, 
we were working out an im¬ 
proved variation of the light¬ 
ing system. All adjustments 
on the plans will be completed 
by the end of this week, how¬ 
ever,” Mr. Robertson said. 

The transaction for the Post 
Office building went into es¬ 
crow on Monday. 

When the announcement was 
first made last Thursday, a 
storm of protest arose from Si¬ 
erra Madre merchants who felt 
the new site was too far away 
from the present center of 
town. 

As the arrangements became 
final this week, however, most 
of the objections died.

Fast Return STATE OFFICER INSPECTS 
Of Visiting CITY FOR ARMORY SITE 


JOHN W. ADAMS 
ELECTED MASTER 
OF LOCAL LODGE 


In the annual election of of¬ 
ficers Tuesday night, John W. 
Adams was elected Worshipful 
Master of Sierra Madre Lodge 
No. 408, F. and A. M. Mr. Ad- 


Col. Paul C. Byrne, commanding officer of the 223rd Infantry 
Regiment, California National Guard, has informed the NEWS 
that a number of communities in his area were visited the past 
week by Lynn S. Coe, investigator for the California State As¬ 
sembly Military Affairs Committee. 

Mr. Coe was specifically 
charged with investigating the 
needs of companies In this 
area for National Guard ar¬ 
mories. 

On Friday of last week, Mr. 

Coe made a complete Inspec¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre — both 
of the Heavy Mortar Company 
and the proposed armory site 
—accompanied by Capt. San¬ 
ford M. Ullman, local Company 
Commander. 

“Naturally, Mr. Coe was un¬ 
able to reveal exactly what his 
report to the legislature would 
be,” Captain Ullman said 
Tuesday. 

“But he did make the state¬ 
ment that he was much im¬ 
pressed with development of 
the local unit, with the pro¬ 
posed armory site, and he was 
pleased with community inter¬ 
est in the Company.” 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Coordinating Council, group 
representatives indicated they 
will recommend to their re¬ 
spective organizations that 
support be given to the earli¬ 
est possible restoration of the 
Visiting Nurses’ Association. 

Each representative was giv¬ 
en a letter to take back to his 
group, urging support of the 
plan whereby Sierra Madreans 
could again call In a Visiting 
Nurse in time of illness. 

The Visiting Nurses’ service 
has not been available in Si¬ 
erra Madre since July of this 
year, when it was discontinu¬ 
ed because of lack of a spon¬ 
soring body. 

“As soon as we get an ex¬ 
pression of backing from local 
organizations, we can petition 
the City Council to restore the 
service,” Coordinating Council 
President John Conzelman 
said. 

“It is necessary that the 
Visiting Nurses’ Association be 
assured that in cases where 
the patient is unable to pay all 
or part of the $2.75 fee per vis¬ 
it, they be reimbursed for any 
deficiency.” 

It was pointed out that the 
city is the logical sponsor of 
the service. 

Conzelman continued that in 
the year 1948, this deficiency 
amounted to $523.93. 

During 1948, 493 visits were 
made to 31 people, and the pa¬ 
tients made payments of $780.- 
25, Mr. Conzelman said. 

Earlier in the meeting, Miss 
Helen Woodworth, director of 
the Pasadena Visiting Nurses' 
Association, had stated that her 
organization does not wish to 
discriminate between patients 
who can and cannot pay, and 
therefore is able only to re¬ 
spond to calls in communities 
where such guarantee to make 
up the deficiency has been 
given. 

In the other communities 
where the service is provided, 
funds to pay for it are obtain¬ 
ed through the Community 
Chest. Sierra Madre has no 
Community Chest as such, it 
was pointed out. 

Dr. Nathan Jacobs addressed 
the Coordinating Council brief¬ 
ly, telling the values of the 
Visiting Nurse’s availability 
from the doctor’s point of view. 

Also at Tuesday’s meeting, 
the Council voted to become a 
member of the Los Angeles 
County Federation of Commun¬ 
ity Coordinating Councils.
